DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Final Office Action, received 8 September 2008, is 
acknowledged. The submitted Terminal Disclaimer has been approved and entered. 

2. Claims 37-41 and 56-59 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 38-41 and 56-49 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 4, 6, 9, 24, 27, and 28 of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,083,796, is withdrawn in light of the approved Terminal Disclaimer. 

4. The rejection of claims 37-41 and 56-49 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent No. 7,122,196, is 
withdrawn in light of the approved Terminal Disclaimer. 

5. The rejection of claims 37-41 and 56-49 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 and 8-13 of U.S. Patent No. 
7,261,897, is withdrawn in light of the approved Terminal Disclaimer. 

6. The provisional rejection of claims 38-41 and 57-59 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 89-94 and 96-103 of 
copending Application No. 11/418,848, is withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

7. Claims 37-41 and 56-59 are allowed. Sequence searches indicate that the sequence 
SEQ ID NO: 107 and polypeptides comprising immunogenic fragments of SEQ ID NO: 107 >9 
amino acids in length are novel based on the priority claim of the instant application to 1995.
